The Senators managed to turn the tables
on the Chicagos yesterday, winning out by
the score of 6 to 4.
Al Orth was on the rubber for the Wash-

ingtons and he performed like a thorough-
bred. It is doubtful if Orth ever pitched a

harder game, when all the circumstances
are considered. The balls were rapped
hard by the White Sox, but after getting
men on banes it seemed as though Orth
would hypnotize the opposing batsmen and
the hits necessary to score runs would not
be forthcoming. In this way Chicago rolled

Captain Delehanty.
up thirteen hits, six of which got one run
over the plate In the first five innings, and
but three were scored in the last four on
the other seven hits. In addition to pitch-
ing well. Orth fielded his position like 4
transplanted shortstop. There was nothing
too hot for him to grab and when the after-noon's play was over he had rolled upseven accepted chances and one put out,quite a record for a pitcher.
Opposed to Orth, on the rubber, wasJames T. Callahan, the young man with abig reputation.who for the past two monthshas been followed by a "hoodoo." Callahan

was knocked out of the box on Wednesdayand Manager Griffith decided to again puthim in front of the Senators in an endeavor
to chase away the bad luck streak. But it
was unsuccessful. The Senators secured
only seven hits, but they were of the longand lucky sort and scored six runs, while
the White Sox's 13 hits tallIed but four.
Big Ed Delehanty had one of his "red

letter" days with the stick, rapping out two
doubles and a home run, and every time
the hits were bread winners in a run-mak-
Ing way. Catcher Clarke was nut of the
game and Lew Drill did the backstop work
in clever style. He performed without a
passed ball. threw elegantly to the bases
and at the bat, laced out two singles of the
beauty order. Jack Doyle broke his hoodoo
for a minute in tihe second inning when herapped out a clean single, and Ryan also
hit safely in the same Inning. These four
men were the only Senators to get safe hits.
There was nothing done In a remarkable

way in the field, almost all the chances be-
ing of the easy sort. Jimmy Ryan devel-
oped a bad case of "Charley Horse" while
running out a grounder in the fifth inningand was compelled to quit the game. Ca-
rey. who has been nursing a broken wrist,
was brought back to first. Doyle went tosecond, Keister to right and Lee to center.The change didn't effect the outcome, the
men taking to their new places like ducksto water. Carey can handle himself allright on first, but It will be some time be-fore he Is able to bat with any sort of con--[fidence.

Joyner to Becsve $20,000 for Next
Year's Work From Paget.

"Jack" Joyner is now the highest-priced
trainer in the United States, if not in the
world. He signed a contract at Saratoga
yesterday to take charge of and devolop
the thoroughbred yearlings that Sydney
Paget bought this spring. For this he will
receive 20,0010 a year, the largest amount
ever paid to a man to train horses.
Sydney Paget, who has been ilU for nearly

two months from injuries received duringthe Boer war, paid his first visit to the
Saratoga track yesterday. He sought out
Joyner, and, after a short conversation,the latter accepted the terms offered totrain Mr. Paget's horses next year. Underthe terms of the contraet Joyner will takecharge of the yearlings the 1st of Decem-ber, two weeks after the regular racingseason is closed.
Joyner is one of the best-known trainersof thoroughbreds in, Armerica. During thepast decade he has had charge of the thor-oughbreds owned by August Belmont, PerryBelmont and David Gideon. He has won anumber of important races with a fewhorses, the most notable of which wasEthelbert, winner of the Metropolitanhandicap as a three-year-old.

FIRST CASE AT THE HAGUE.

Dispute Between United States and
Mexico to Be Arbitrated.

A special to the New York Tribune from
London today says: The peace congress of
The Hague left behind it a complex arbi-
tration machine which will be brought into
use for the first time next week. A dis-
pute between the United States and Mexico
involving claims amounting to $1.800,000, is
the case submitted to the international
court. The origin of the controversy is an
endowment made two hundred years ago
for the benefit of the Jesuits and other re-

ligious orders when California and Mexico
were Spanish possessions. Settlement was
made after the confiscation of the religious
properties by the Mexican republic, and
there was prolonged consideration of the
evidence before the mixed claims commis-
sion in Washington. The claimants are va-
rious Roman Catholic bodies in California,
who complain that interest payments have
been suspended by the Mexican government
since 1873, when the commission finished its
work. Two arbitrators had been selected
by the American government from the lists
of the permanent tribunal at The Hague,
and two by the Mexican government, and an
umpire will be chosen in the course of a few
days. The case will be opened by two at-
torneys representing the United States gov-
ernment, and they will be supported by spe-
cial counsel, including Henry B. Armes
and others, who have made a close study
of the evidence. The Mexican government
will have the same privileges in presenting
a defence. The proceedings will begin about
the 1st of September, and are likely to last
several weeks. The co-operation of all the
governments represented at the peace con-
gress was secured long ago in setting up
the mechanism for the adjudication of in-
ternational disputes and the prevention of
war, but the wheels have not moved be-
cause there was no case before the court.
The tribunal will now have its first prac-
tical trial.

TRAMP IN BOLL OF GHOST.

He Got Free Lodgings for Long Time
by Euse.

A dispatch from Springfield, Mass., yes-
terday says: A ghost mystery in the house
of No. 159 Main street, which was occupied
by Mrs. Anton Miller, who was murdered
by a former suitor, was solved by the po-
lice today. The house was vacated soon
after the tragedy and for several weeks
strange lights have flashed from the win-
dows at night and ghoulish sounds have
greeted the ears of those who undertook to
investigate.
The police searched the house at ,un-

seemly hours on several occasions without
finding any traces of the ghost. About 2
o'clock this morning the namistance of the
police was again invoked. When the of-
cers demanded admittance in the name of
the law they were greeted with a blood-
curdling shriek. which caused the self-con-
stituted escort of neighbors to take to its
heels.
The door was forced and the police found

the house in apparent darkness. A ray of
light gleamed through -a keyhole of a bed
room, which the police also found locked.
The door was broken down just as the
ghost was in the midst of an unusually
weird shriek.
The ghost, who proved to be an ingeulons

tramp, stopped abort when he saw the of-
cees. He gave his name as Charles Potts.

The ghost imsperonatlen. he sad, bad pro-
vided him with lodgings for several weeks.

The Tel.phom argcafy U.a.
From the &ientife American.
According to a London medical journal,

several London hospital surgeons are now

using the telephone whenever they have
occasion to probe for bullets or other me-
tallic objects imbedded In the body of a

person. The reosiver of thi telephone is
placed on the head of the operator, and the
patient is placed in the usual manner, in
contact with a plate, the general medium
employed being a wet ponge or some

paper saturated with a saline solution,
which is sWead over the plate. The latter
is connected with a telephone by win, and
the probe, after it has been Introduced
into the body, vibrates as soon as the for-
eign metallic substanos comes to contact
with it. The probe Is alse connected with
the telepheme by a wire, and thus no such
blunder is posable as sometimes happens
when an ordinary battery is used. When
a telephone is used In this way, the plate
acts as one pole and the probe as the other.
Needes. bullets, grains of shot and pieoes
of steel and copper have been easily lo-
cated by use of this simple method. The
